Scientists Ask 


End to A-Tests 


2000 U. S. Experts 
Sign Single Appeal 


PASADENA, Calif, 
(ft - Two 
thousand A m e r i c a n scientists 
have signed an appeal urging in­ 
ternational agreement now to stop 
the testing of nuclear bombs, a 
Nobel Prize * winning biochemist 
announced today. 
Dr. Linus 
Pauling 
called 
it 
“ an appeal by American scien­ 
tists to the governments and to 
the people of the world.” 
The statement says, “ Each add­ 
ed amount of radiation c a u s e s 
damage to the health of human 
beings all 
over the world ” 
It 
warns of “ an increase in the num 
ber of seriously defective children 
in future generations” and adds: 
“ As scientists we have knowledge 
of the dangers involved and there­ 
fore a special 
responsibility 
to 
make those dangers known.” 
Pauling, head of the Division 
of Technology in Pasadena, said 
the statement was 
prepared 
by 
him “as an individual scientist 
and was signed by other scien 
lists as individuals." 
The 2,000 signatures include two 
other Nobel 
Prizewinners — Dr. 
H. J. Muller, Indiana University, 
who received the prize in 1946 for 
discovering that penetrating radi­ 
ation produces mutations in plants 
and animals, and Dr. Joseph Er­ 
langer, Washington University. St. 
Louis, 1944 winner in physiology 
and medicine.• • • 
“ ABOUT HALF of the scientists 
who signed the appeal are biolo­ 
gists, and many of the others are 
biochemists, chemists and medi­ 
cal scientists," Pauling said. 
Dr. Pauling won the 
N o b e l 
award in 
1954 for research 
in 
chemistry. He said Sunday that 
fallout from 
nuclear 
tests 
will 
cause 200.000 children in each of 
the next 20 generations to be men­ 
tally or physically defective. 
He 
said 
the 
appeal 
resulted 
from an address he gave last May 
15 to students and faculty at Wash 
ington University. He said he em 
phasized there is essentially unan­ 
imous agreement among 
scien­ 
tists experienced in biological ef­ 
fects of radiation as to magnitude 
of the effects. 
He said he 
expressed 
convic­ 
tion that to stop the t e s t i n g 
through 
international 
agreement 
would be an effective first step 
toward averting a cataclysmic nu­ 
clear war.

New Offices 
For President 
Being Talked 


WASHINGTON iff*—A $32,350,000 
program calling for 
construction 
ot a spacious presidential office 
building and expansion of t h e 
White House grounds was recom­ 
mended to President Eisenhower 
today. 
A study commission presented 
the plan which contemplates raz­ 
ing the old State War-Navy Build­ 
ing just west of the White House 
and erection on that site of a new 
office building for the President 
Under the plan the present west 
wing of the White House, where 
the President and some of his 
staff now have their offices, would 
be remodeled for use as quarters 
for visiting dignitaries. 
The program also envisions a 
new executive office b u i l d i n g 
across Pennsylvania Avenue, just 
northwest of 
the 
White 
House. 
Congress already has authorized 
construction of an office building 
there. 
The study commission which re­ 
ported to Eisenhower today was 
created by Congress in 1956 
But chances that Congress will 
authorize the program th** ses­ 
sion, if Eisenhower calls for such 
action, appeared dim in the light 
of the economy mood now prevail­ 
ing in Congress. On top of that, 
House Speaker Rayburn (D-Tex) 
recently said he was against any 
plan for razing the old State-War- 
Navy building. 


ST. PAUL UP — A daring Air 
Force test pilot, sealed ir a metal 
capsule attached to a huge plastic 
balloon, rode to a record-break­ 
ing 96,000 feet (18 miles) Sunday 
in a flight he said was “ inspiring, 
the proudest of my life.” 
Capt. J. W. Kntinger Jr., 28, 
bettered by nearly four miles the 
previous manned-balloon altitude 
mark of 76,000 feet, 
set over 
Rapid C 11 y. S. D., by two Navy 
commanders last November. 
He 
described 
the 
trip, 
from 
takeoff at 6:23 a. rn. at Fleming 
Field here to the landing 
near 
Weaver. Minn., 
about 
80 
miles 
south at 12:57 p.m., as “ complete­ 
ly successful." 
The flight was one in a series 
of tests which may prove valu­ 
able in rocket alfa possible manned 
satellite flights. Another manned 
balloon will be sent to over 100,000 
for 24 hours sometime this sum­ 
mer. 
Kittinger spent about 12 hours 
in the cramped 3c7-foot pressuriz- j 
ed capsule. He entered the craft j 
at I a. rn. to begin 
instrument 
tests and checks. 
• • • 
ASKED IF HE suffered any feel­ 
ings of claustrophobia, he replied: 
“ I’ve spent six days in that cap­ 
sule and it feels just like home." 
He said the view was “ most 
beautiful and inspiring,” and that 
from his position just a few miles 
east of Minneapolis he could see 
the eastern boundaries 
of 
Lake 
Michigan. 
Kittinger said he could see well I 
from the 
gondola 
at 
maximum | 
altitude. But because the capsule 
remained pointed in one direction 
while at that height his range of 
vision was limited to the east. 
Kittinger said he could see th** 
Lake Michigan shoreline “ but I 
couldn't 
find 
Chicago." 
Lake 
Michigan is about 300 airline 
miles from w h e r e Kittinger 
reached maximum altitude. 
He said he was not nervous dur­ 
ing the flight and that the ascent 
was made in 78 minutes. He re­ 
mained at 96,000 feet, 
the 
bal­ 
loon’* maximum, for an hour and 
50 minutes before being summon­ 


ed down when voice radio facili­ 
ties in the gondola failed. 
It had originally been planned 
to keep the balloon at maximum 
height for several hours. 
Kittinger wore a pressure suit 
in the instrument-crammed gon 
dola. He said the tem peiature re­ 
mained at a comfortable 55 de­ 
grees inside although it was 70 
below outside. For lunch he ate 
a peanut butter sandwich.

OXFORD (J*—Mrs. Eleanor Lan­ 
sing Dulles said today the Soviet 
educat onal system “has 
s o m e 
features w-hich we will have to ex­ 
amine carefully” to see whether 
they should be adapted to Ameri­ 
can education. 
For example, she said in a com­ 
mencement address prepared for 
Western College here, “the Rus­ 
sians have seen fit to lift from the 
students, as far as possible, their 
personal economic problems." 
Mrs. Dulles, a State Department 
official and sister of the Secretary 
of State, added that “ perhaps we 
should take another look at the 
economic obligations and anxieties 
that compete with studies for the 
time and energy of the young peo­ 
ple in our own colleges." 
She said that the Soviets require 
the students to whom they give 
such financial help to work as hard 
as if they were in a defense fac­ 
tory or “ the most arduous phase 
of their professional life." 
She 
questioned 
whether 
such 
pressure is desirable or students 
in the United Stales, saying that 
“we must remember that in a de­ 
mocracy our conc* rn is with lead­ 
ership as well as 
with 
technic­ 
ians.” 
Mrs. Dulles said the Soviet sys­

She reviewed restlessness among

Ohio Reports 
27 Near-Miss 
Air Crashes 


WASHINGTON un-ln the latter 
part of last year, an airliner car­ 
rying 49 passengers was flying 14,- 
000 feet 
above the vicinity of 
Waterville, in Lucas County, Ohio. 
It was daytime. The sky was 
overcast. 
Suddenly, the pilot spotted an­ 
other plane coming at him from 
dead ahead, between 500 and 1,000 
feet away. 
The pilot managed to turn the 
airliner in time to avoid collision. 
But he considered the incident a 
sufficiently close cal! to report it 
to the Civil Aeronautics Board. 
Under a new program, 
pilots 
have been reporting near collisions 
of this type to the CAB since last 
summer. The figures show that in 
Ohio alone there have been 27 near 
misses in the air from September, 
1956, through March, 1957. 
Here is the way those near col­ 
lisions break down for Ohio (name 
of city indicates area, meaning the 
near miss was not necessarily di­ 
rectly over the city): 
Dayton and Wright - Patterson 
Field IO, Akron 3, 
Mansfield 3, 
Cleveland 2, Columbus 2. Cincin­ 
nati 2. Wilmington I, Cambridge I, 
Waterville I, 
unidentified 
as to 
city but in Ohio 2. 
Many of the planes involved car­ 
ried few passengers. 
This whole subject of near miss­ 
es in the air was taken up not 
long ago by Rep. Harry G. Haskell 
Jr. (R-Del). He called the matter 
“ an extremely serious air traffic 
situation, particularly over large 
centers of population.” 
Pilots around the 
country, 
he 
noted, reported 452 near collisions 
for the last four months of 1956. 
That is almost four a day.

Toll Hits 35 
I 


24 Persons Killed 
In Traffic Mishaps

Thirty-five 
persons 
died 
acci­ 
dentally in Ohio during the long 
Memorial Day weekend which be­ 
gan last Wednesday. Twenty-four 
of these were in traffic accidents 
Safety officials had predicted 
before the holiday period began 
that highway 
accidents 
would 
claim 21 lives in Ohio—the aver­ 
age for each of the last two Me­ 
morial Day weekends. 
Of the total dead, five drowned 
and six died in various types of 
accidents, according to an Asso­ 
ciated Press survey which began 
last Wednesday at 6 p. rn. and end­ 
ed at midnight Sunday. 
The holiday death toll remained 
low Wednesday and Thursday with 
only five reported, but the fatali­ 
ties mounted as motorists hit the 
highways Saturday and Sunday. 
There were 408 highway deaths 
on the national scene for the holi­ 
day period. The toll was 
about 
what would have b e e n on 
any 
comparable nonholiday period in 
the summer. 
California led the 
nation 
with 
37 traffic deaths Texas was sec­ 
ond with 32. North Dakota report­ 
ed none.

THE NATIONAL till, however, 
was well above the 347 t r a f f i c 
deaths recorded on the last prev­ 
ious four-day Memorial Day week­ 
end in 1950. Fewer cars were on 
the road then, though. 
The latest count of accidental 
deaths for the period from 6 p m 
last Wednesday to midnight Sun­ 
day included 134 drownings and 
113 from miscellaneous causes. 
The National Safety Council had 
said about 405 motorists could be 
expected to die on any four-day 
summer period 
not involving

holiday.

Scientists Ask 
End to A-Tests 


2000 U. S. Experts 
Sign Single Appeal

have signed an appeal urging in­ 
ternational agreem ent now to stop 
the testing of nuclear bombs, a 
Nobel Prize - winning biochemist 
announced today.

tists to the governments and to 
the people of the world.” 
The statem ent says, “ Each add­ 
ed amount of radiation c a u s e s 
dam age to the health of human 
beings all over the world ”

in future generations” and adds: 
“ As scientists we have knowledge 
of the dangers involved and there­

and was signed by other scien­ 
tists as individuals.”

New Offices 
For President 
Being Talked 


WASHINGTON (jP—A $32,350,000 
program calling for 
construction 
ot a spacious presidential office 
building and expansion of t h e 
White House grounds was recom ­ 
mended to President Eisenhower 
today. 
A study commission presented 
the plan which contemplates raz­ 
ing the old State War-Navy Build­ 
ing just west of the White House 
and erection on that site of a new 
office building for the President 
Under the plan the present west 
wing of the White House, where 
the President and 
some of his 
staff now have their offices, would 
be remodeled for use as quarters 
for visiting dignitaries. 
The program also envisions a 
new executive office b u i l d i n g 
across Pennsylvania Avenue, just 
northwest of 
the 
White 
House. 
Congress already has authorized 
construction of an office building 
there. 
The study commission which re­ 
ported to Eisenhower today was 
created by Congress in 1956 
But chances that Congress will 
authorize the program thjs ses­ 
sion, if Eisenhower calls for such 
action, appeared dim in the light 
of the economy mood now prevail­ 
ing in Congress. On top of that, 
House Speaker Rayburn (D-Tex) 
recently said he was against any 
plan for razing the old State-War- 
Navy building.

Test Pilot Rides Balloon 


To Altitude of 18 Miles 


ST. PAUL tfi — A daring Air 
Force test pilot, sealed in a m etal 
capsule attached to a huge plastic 
balloon, rode to a record-break­ 
ing 96,000 feet (18 miles) Sunday 
in a flight he said was "inspiring, 
the proudest of my life.” 
Capt. J. W. Kittinger Jr., 28, 
bettered by nearly four miles the 
previous manned-balloon altitude 
mark of 76,000 feet, 
set over 
Rapid C i t y. S. D., by two Navy 
commanders last November. 
He 
described 
the 
trip, 
from 
takeoff at 6:23 a. m. at Fleming 
Field here to the landing 
near 
W’eaver, Minn., 
about 
80 
miles 
south at 12:57 p.m ., as "com plete­ 
ly successful.” 
The flight was one in a series 
of tests which may prove valu­ 
able in rocket arfd possible manned 
satellite flights. Another manned 
balloon will be sent to over 100,000 
for 24 hours sometime this sum ­ 
m er. 
Kittinger spent about 12 hours 
in the cram ped 3c7-foot pressuriz­ 
ed capsule. He entered the craft 
at 1 a. m. to begin 
instrum ent 
tests and checks.

ASKED IF HE suffered any feel­ 
ings of claustrophobia, he replied: 
“ I’ve spent six days in that cap­ 
sule and it feels just like home.” 
He said the view 
was 
"m ost 
beautiful and inspiring,” and that 
from his position just a few miles 
east of Minneapolis he could see 
the eastern boundaries 
of 
Lake 
Michigan. 
Kittinger said he could see well 
from the 
gondola 
at 
m aximum 
altitude. But because the capsule 
rem ained pointed in one direction 
while at that height his range of 
vision was limited to the east. 
Kittinger said he could see the 
Lake Michigan shoreline "but I 
couldn’t 
find 
Chicago.” 
Lake 
Michigan is about 300 airline 
miles from w h e r e Kittinger 
reached maximum altitude. 
He said he was not nervous dur­ 
ing the flight and that the ascent 
was made in 78 minutes. He re­ 
mained at 96,000 feet, 
the 
bal­ 
loon’s maximum, for an hour and 
.50 minutes before being summon­ 


ed down when voice radio facili­ 
ties in the gondola failed. 
It had originally been planned 
to keep the balloon at maximum 
height for several hours. 
Kittinger wore a pressure suit 
in the instrum ent-cram m ed gon­ 
dola. He said the tempei ature re­ 
mained at a comfortable 55 de­ 
grees inside although it was 70 
below outside.

Study Red Education Ideas 


OXFORD 41—Mrs. Eleanor Lan­ 
sing Dulles said today the Soviet 
educational system "has 
s o m e 
features which we will have to ex­ 
am ine carefully” to see whether 
they should be adapted to Ameri­ 
can education. 
For example, she said in a com­ 
m encement address prepared for 
W estern College here, "the Rus­ 
sians have seen fit to lift from the 
students, as far as possible, their 
personal economic problem s.” 
Mrs. Dulles, a State D epartm ent 
official and sister of the Secretary 
of State, added that “ perhaps we 
should take another look at the 
economic obligations and anxieties 
that compete with studies for the 
tim e and energy of the young peo­ 
ple in our own colleges.” 
She said that the Soviets require 
the students to whom they give 
such financial help to work as hard 
as if they were in a defense fac­ 
tory or "the most arduous phase 
of their professional life.” 
She 
questioned 
whether 
such 
pressure is desirable or students 
in the United States, saying that 
"we must rem em ber that in a de­ 
mocracy our conctrn is with lead­ 
ership as well as 
with 
technic­ 
ians.” 
M rs. Dulles said the Soviet sys­ 


tem is directed to turning out tech­ 
nicians and 
at the 
sam e 
time 
avoiding, if possible, "teaching the 
students td think.” 
She reviewed restlessness among 
students in 
the 
Soviet

countries and in Russia as evi­ 
dence of the threat which she said 
education creates for the Commu­ 
nist system of rule and declared: 
"We know now from recent ex­ 
perience that questions are more 
dangerous to the Communist sys­ 
tem than atomic bombs.” 
Mrs. Dulles said that Western 
education "m ay suffer from some 
reluctance to impose discipline” 
such as that which operates under 
the Soviet system. 
But education in the West, she 
declared, "attem pts to

is our heirtage from many nations 
and from many c e n t u r i e s of 
schooling.” 
"It has a deeper quality of self 
discipline. Each student is assum 
ed to be in a lifelong search for 
the truth. I think we can conclude 
in spite of our concern for our 
weakness and the Soviet drive in 
the field of education,

Khrushchev's 
appearance,

to the world’s knowledge of Soviet 
aims. Most of what he said in an 
hourlong filmed interview for the

Face the Nation program had been 
said before. 
The questions put to him were 
unrehearsed, but the Soviet party 
chief had been told beforehand of 
the general subjects.

“OUR MOST radical steps have 
been proposed,” he said. “We have 
made proposals on disarm am ent. 
We suggest that 
restrictions

trade be discarded. We suggest 
that the United States lower the 
Iron Curtain and 
start

spread cultural exchange. I find it 
difficult to add anything else to 
that now, If 
the 
United 
States 
were to reciprocate in kind, we 
would have great progress.” 
Khrushchev, who never before 
gave a television interview inside 
or outside the U.S.S R., told his 
American audience the Soviet Un­ 
ion wants to' compete 
with the 
United States. The Soviet Union 
would prevail, he said, because 
it is “ a younger system , the most 
healthy system .” 
“If you are acquainted with 
history,” he said, "and know how 
one social system w?s changed 
and 
another 
system 
took 
its 
place, you will know that the old 
capitalist system in our country 
has been replaced by the Social­ 
ist system, and I can prophesy 
that your grandchildren in Am­ 
erica will live under socialism.” 
The Soviet leader reaffirm ed a 
Russian acceptance, made 
clear 
in. the 'London disarm am ent talks, 
of the idea of "some small step” 
toward a disarm am ent agreem ent, 
instead of insisting as previously 
on a comprehensive agreem ent. 
He offered again to trade Soviet 
withdrawal of troops from the sat­ 
ellite Communist nations in return 
for the withdrawal of foreign for­ 
ces from the North Atlantic Treaty 
bases. He insisted there was no 
chance communism, would be over­ 


thrown in the satellites in the ab­ 
sence of Soviet troops, and even 
the regim e of Prem ier Janos Ka- 
dar in Hungary, installed by So­ 
viet guns after the revolution last 
fall, would survive.

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Questions In Present Disarmament Talks 


Results of the recent talks b e t w e e n 
President Eisenhower and Konrad Aden­ 
auer, the German head of the West Ger­ 
man Bonn Republic, may have an import­ 
ant bearing on the chances for a limit o d 
disarmament agreement between Western 
nations and the Russians, 
Adenauer faces a critical situation. He 
does not think that Russia's reported sug­ 
gestion for a united but disarmed Germa­ 
ny is a good thing for Germany. He appar­ 
ently does not trust Russia's intentions. 
Tile German statesman and his party of 
Christian D e m ocrats are being h a r d 
pressed in their campaigns for the elec­ 
tion next September by the Socialists who 
d e m a n d some kind of a dis-armament 
plan and a united and reunified Germany. 
They may even go along with the Russian 
suggestions now' cleverly appealing for a 
n e u t r a l , unarmed reunited Germany. 
They even threaten, it is said, to carry on 
direct negotiations with Moscow. All this 
has a certain amount of appeal to many 
Germans as being a good solution for their 
divided country. 
Others regard it as a tricky eff o r t to 
make Germany helpless in the event Rus­ 
sia should suddenly attempt an armed ef­ 
fort to force Communism on all of Central 
Europe. 


Many think the main reason for Aden 
auer’s visit here at this time was to show 
the West Germans his close relations h I p 
with President Eisenhower and the Amer­ 
ican government. The Gettysburg a n d 
Washington conferences should accomp­ 
lish that. The two men announced the i r 
agreement to press for a limited disarma­ 
ment pact with the Soviet Union. 
Both leaders said the limited plan could 
lead later to a ‘‘comprehensive disarma­ 
ment agreement" but they agreed t h a t 
any such step “must necessarily pre-sup- 
pose a prior solution of the problem of 
German reunification.’’ 
In the past Russian disarmament p r o ­ 
posals have been regarded as largely for 
propaganda effect but recently Russi a n 
officials have been conferring in private. 
in the “different tone" is real, perhaps a 
beginning tow ard a world agreement c a n 
come about. 
Doubtless the successful detonation of a 
hydrogen bomb by the British recent I v 
will have some effect on Russian thinking. 
Now there are two anti - communist na­ 
tions with the H-bomb and the British are 
much nearer to vital Russian targets than 
the United States. Furthermore, they have 
bombers easily capable of a Lond o n - to* 
Moscow round trip.

The Taipeh Riots 


Riots are not unusual in China. 
They are, in fact, traditio n i l . 
During the nearly 14 years that 
I lived in that country,.! witnes­ 
sed many riots, and I heard of 
many that I did not witness. 
The Chinese, an easily oxcited, 
volatile people, readily influenc­ 
ed by those who can read and 
write and therefore are superior, 
riot as a means of self-expres­ 
sion in public matters The Tai­ 
peh riots let off steam which ha*, 
been building up for a long time, 
but there had to be inspiration 
and direction. No such riot is ev­ 
er spontaneous. 
The two most serious riots that 
I lived through were in 1919 and 
1925. The 1919 riots were known 
as the Students Movement a n d 
arose out of a decision by stu­ 
dents in ail schools that China 
should not sign the Paris Treaty 
because of the Shantung clauses 
which restored to Japan r i ght s 
which Japan had wrested f r o m 
Germany. 
The students went on strike, 
first in Peking and then in Shang­ 
hai and within 48 hours through­ 
out the country. The^e was no 
Russian or Communist inspi r a 
lion at this time It was strong­ 
ly nationalistic. 
At first, people laughed at the 
y o u n gsters. But they did n o t 
laugh long because very s o o n 
every store, factor). rn e a n s of 
transportation closed down Even 
the prostitutes went on stri k e 
The police were helpless because 
they could not shoot children or 
put a city in jail. 
I 
s a w 
a 
Chinese student cut off a part of 
his finger and write a patriotic 
slogan on a wall in his own blood 
in 1925, the riots were C o rn- 
niunist inspired. They start e d in 
Shanghai and the leader was Ll 
Lih-San who beeline one of the 
Dig figures in the comm u n i s * 
revolution in China. They start 
ed as a labor strike. A S i k h 
policeman, 
employed 
by 
t h e 
Shanghai Municipal Council, shot 
at Chinese employes of a Japa­ 
nese rotten mill. Nobody wanted 
to know what was right or wrong 
There was rioting. 
AU foreigners were regarded as 
evil This particulai riot develop­ 
ed into the kick-off for the Coni 


munist revolution which brought 
t'hiang Kai shek to power ( t w o 
years later, he broke with them). 
It was excellently organiz e d and 
all those charged with the respon­ 
sibility for law and order were 
caught off base 
From my experience with Chi­ 
nese riots I would sa> -that the 
anti-American riot in Taipeh was 
inspired and organized by the 
Communist governn ent in Pek­ 
ing. 
The object, of course, was aim­ 
ed at the repudiation of Chiang 
Kai-shek's administration of For­ 
mosa and it was time* to coin­ 
cide with Sen. Warren Magnu- 
son’s provocation of a debate ov­ 
er doing business with Red Chi­ 
na. 
From Peking’s standpoint the 
timing was brilliant; from Chi- 
ang's, it was disastrous F r o m 
the American standpoint, it has 
complicated our diplomacy. 
It is not correct to blame the 
CIA for its lack of knowledge that 
a riot was to take place in Tai­ 
p e i 
Chinese riots 
are 
like 
fire 
crackes. 
Of course, 
somebody 
has to put a light to a fire-crack- 
cr before it explodes, and there is 
always a punk to start a riot. 
The Boxer 
Rebellion started 
over the rumor that foreigners 
like to eat the eyes of Chinese 
children — that this dish is par­ 
ticularly delectable to missionar­ 
ies.

The Taipeh Riots 


Riots are not unusual in China. 
They are, in fact, traditio n a l . 
During the nearly 14 years that 
I lived in that country,.! witnes­ 
sed many riots, and I heard of 
many that I did not witness. 
The Chinese, an easily #xcited, 
volatile people, readily influenc­ 
ed by those who can read and 
write1 and therefore are superior, 
riot as a means of self-expres­ 
sion in public matters. The Tai­ 
peh riots let off steam which has, 
been building up for a long time, 
but there had to be inspiration 
and direction. No such riot is ev­ 
er spontaneous,

They start e d in 
Shanghai and the leader was Li 
Lih-San who became one of the 
nig figures in the comm u n i s t 
revolution in China. They start­ 
ed as a labor strike.

The Nation Today 


WASHINGTON UP - Nikita Kru- 
schchev, the Russian Communist 
party boss, has never been in­ 
vited to this country but he wound 
up in millions of American homes, 
spreading Russian propaganda. 
He did a good job for himself 
and Russia Sunday when CBA, 
which had filmed an interview 
with him in the Kremlin, present­ 
ed him for an hour on its Face 
the Nation television show. 
He 
was 
self-assured, 
relaxed, 
quick and good-tempered. He gave 
the appearance of a man oozing 
good will. To a lot of people he 
may have seemed reasonable and 
convincing. Actually, he said noth­ 
ing new. 
This was the chance and he was 
sm art enough to take it, to repeat 
face-to-face with millions of Amer­ 
icans the well-known Kremlin posi­ 
tion on a number of issues which 
separate the United States and 
Russia. 
The technique which he used 
Sunday and has used before is 
to make sweeping statements, and 
to appear to make sweeping con­ 
fessions, which may sound warm 
and plausible to people who forget, 
about details. 
For example: 
He represented 
Russia as all for disarmament and 
getting rid of nuclear weapons 
But the fact is the United States 
has been making such proposals 
for 11 years. 
The stumbling block between the 
two countries has been on agree­ 
ing to some foolproof inspection 
system which could prevent cheat­ 
ing by either side. Right there the 
details are enormous. 
It was Khrushchev who first be­ 
littled President Eisenhower’s pro­ 
posal for aerial inspection. He be­ 
littled it again Sunday as a kind 
of 'peeping Tom system, but. sug­ 
gested, as this country has, that 
perhaps a first small step might 
be made. 
He made it appear that it was 


the 
United 
States, not 
Russia, 
which threw up an Iron Curtain 
between East and West. But he 
was at his unconvincing worst on 
the subject of war and satellites 
He argued with a straight face 
that if the Russian armies were 
withdrawn from the satellites, par­ 
ticularly Hungary, the people of 
those countries would insist on re­ 
taining communism. 
He wasn’t asked, perhaps be­ 
cause time was running out, how 
he could pretend the satellite peo­ 
ple would willingly embrace com­ 
munism after the bloody revolt in 
Hungary and the peaceful revolt 
in Poland. 
Although he deplored any future 
nuclear war as a calamity for 
mankind,, 
he 
nevertheless 
quite 
confidently predicted that in such 
a war capitalism would perish and 
communism would survive. 
He may have seemed to be say­ 
ing something new—but wasn’t— 
on the subject of Red China. 
The Russian Communists have 
always insisted, and Khrushchev 
said again Sunday, that there is 
no conflict between their Commu­ 
nist party and the masses of the 
Russian people. 
This convenient reasoning en­ 
ables the Russian Reds, no mat-

ter what haidships they inflict on 
the Russian people, to argue that 
they are not doing it, that it is 
the Russian people doing it to 
themselves. But the Russians ap­ 
parently are too afraid of the Rus­ 
sian people to1 depend on reason 
rather than power. 
Recently the Chinese 
Commu­ 
nists frankly admitted there can 
be conflicts between their party 
and the masses of the Chinese and 
that the conflicts should be elim 
inated by persuasion instead of 
force. 
Khrushchev tried to shrug off 
that Chinese stand by saying com­ 
munist parties in different coun­ 
tries have to take different roads 
to socialism. That was an old one. 
He said the same thing back in 
February 1956. 
All in all, Khrushchev threw no 
new light on current problems. He 
sounded like a Russian Communist 
Party phonograph record. The rea­ 
son he could answer so fast was 
that he was giving stock answers.

Wings of glass and aluminum 
for the Sunday School will allow 
another 1,500 persons to see ser­ 
vices in the main auditorium when 
folding doors are removed. 
The nursery has 200 baby beds 
in three sizes. 
The l46-by-40 foot stage has two 
30-foot revolving sections and a 
speaker’s platform on an elevator. 
Rev. Mr. Humbard has formed 
a separate non-profit corporation 
to build a two-million-dollar shop­ 
ping center on part of his 16 acres. 
He’ll use rentals for the church, 
¡ largely for expansion of his radio 
and TV coverage. There will be 12 
acre sof blacktopped parking area 
for

Meantime, Humbard’s services 
con tin e in his Calvary Temple, 
formerly a 5,000 seat theater near 
the High Level Bridge iu Cuyahoga 
Falls, and in two school buildings 
He has preached to as many as 
5,000 persons and seldom is there 
an empty seat when the Humbard 
family begins to sing or when the 
Rev. Rex climbs on the podium 
to tell his folks that “God is the 
answer to all your problems."

handsome, insists that 
without divine help his work in 
Akron could not have flourished. 
But he admits that his energy, 
ideas

have given him a boost.

Under that plan, the lawmakers 
will be unable to override any 
vetoes Gov. C. William O’Neill 
might apply to bills passed on 
final adjournment day. 
Legislators usually are careful 
to ’eave plenty of time between 
the end of bill-passing sessions and 
final adjournment so they can act 
on any vetoes. The governor has 
IO days to veto a bill or let it be­ 
come law with or without his sig­ 
nature. 
When Democrat U.S. Sen Frank 
J. Lausche was governor, legisla­ 
tures overrode many of his vetoes. 
They also let a number stand.

Republicans 
in 
the 
102nd do not look for vetoes from 
O’Neill, a fellow party member. 
But associates expect the gover 
nor to use his veto power against 
any unacceptable legislation. 
Leaders of the Legislature orig­ 
inally planned to take final ad­ 
journment June 7. They shifted to 
June 18 after deciding they should 
not close the door against veto 
action. Sine die adjournment will 
shut that door. 
Several legislative disputes de­ 
veloped during the final bill-pass­ 
ing day. Senate - House conference 
committees failed to compromise 
Weary lawmakers, who had hoped 
to get home before dark, finally 
closed shop in the early hours of 
Memorial Day.

State House veterans can’t re­ 
member when such a clean-up was 
left for sine die adjournment. By 
agreement of both ho*ises,. final 
adjournment will be June 18. 
Under that plan, the lawmakers 
will be unable to override any 
vetoes Gov. C. William O’Neill 
might apply to bills passed on 
final adjournment day. 
Legislators usually are careful 
to ’eave plenty of time between 
the end of bill-passing sessions and 
final adjournment so they can act 
on any vetoes. The governor has 
10 days to veto a bill or let it be­ 
come law with or without his sig­ 
nature. 
When Democrat U.S. Sen. Frank 
J. Lauschc was governor, legisla­ 
tures overrode many of his vetoes. 
They also let a number stand. 
Majority 
Republicans 
in 
the 
102nd do not look for vetoes from 
O’Neill, a fellow party member. 
But associates expect the gover­ 
nor to use his veto power against 
any unacceptable legislation. 
Leaders of the Legislature orig­ 
inally planned to take final ad­ 
journment June 7. They shifted to 
June 18 after deciding they should 
not close the door against veto 
action. Sine die adjournment will 
shut that door. 
Several legislative disputes de 
veloped during the final bill-pass­ 
ing day. Senate - House conference 
committees failed to compromise 
Weary lawmakers, who had hoped 
to get home before dark, finally 
closed shop in the early hours of 
Memorial Day. 
Some 
legislators 
had 
holiday 
speaking 
engagements 
to 
keep. 
Others felt it would take too long 
to settle disputes over four badly 
snarled measures. 
Thrown into conference commit­ 
tees were bills to create a penalty 
point system for traffic violators, 
extend the season for race tracks 
and make some major appropria­ 
tions. 
One of the appropriation meas­ 
ures carries 412 million dollars for 
state subsidies, including 365 mil­ 
lions for schools. 
Senators gave school districts 
still on the old subsidy formula 
only two million dollars to pa\ 
tuition for their pupils attending 
high school in other districts. Re­ 
quests totaled five millions. 
In addition, the 138 districts that 
must 
abandon 
the 
old 
formula 
after 1959 are unhappy because 
the new appropriation bill does not 
allow anything for bus purchases, 
school 
interests 
explained. 
Only 
schools under the new formula can 
use some six million dollars pro­ 
vided to buy buses. 
Then there is the matter of some 
four million dollars worth of notes 
issued by school districts in past 
years to buy buses. The Legisla­ 
ture made no provision to help pay 
them. Holders of the notes are 
pressing for payment. 
Another appropriation bill carry, 
ing nearly 142 millions for capital 
improvement 
stalled 
because ol 
Senate changes. The upper house 
boosted 
a $200,000 
appropriation 
for Salt Fork Lake in Guernsey 
County to three million dollars. 
Representatives balked, 
Opponents asserted the addition 
was made to please Sen. David 
M. Ferfuson (R-Guernsey), six - 
term veteran who heads the Sen­ 
ate 
Finance 
Committee. 
But 
Ferguson insisted that amid all 
the spending plans, his lake pro­ 
posal would pay for itself through 
sale of water to Cambridge and 
industries in that area. 
A third dispute arose over a bill 
to give three-quarter mile tracks 
44 instead of 38 racing days. A 
Senate amendment would permit 
88 days and, in non-competitive 
areas, allow transfer of dates to 
other tracks within a 50 - mile 
radius. 
Legislators expressed confidence 
that the traffic safety measure and 
appropriation bills 
ould pass but 
expressed doubt over the race pro­ 
posal. 
The traffic measure sets a sched­ 
ule of points to be assessed drivers 
for violations. Twelve points with­ 
in two years would permit courts 
to suspend driving rights for a 
year. 
Courts would be required to re­ 
port convictions and bond for - 
feitures for the State Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles to keep score. Sen­ 
ators sought to exempt mayors’ 
courts but representatives insisted 
they should be included to make 
the proposed law effective.

Legal Decision 


Raps DuPont 


Supreme Court Hits 
General Motors Ties 


WASHINGTON UR - The 
Su* 
prem e Court ruled 4-2 today that 
the Du Pont Co. violates the anti­ 
trust laws by controlling General 
Motors Corp. through 23 per cent 
•took ownership. 
Justice Brennan delivered the 
court’* decision, to which Justic­ 
es Burton and Frankfurter dis­ 
sented. Justices Clark and Har­ 
lan disqualified themselves. Jus­ 
tice Whittaker took no part. 
Today’s action came eight years 
after the government first filed its I 
antitrust 
complaint 
against 
Du j 
Pont in Chicago. 
The government contended the 
power of Du Pont — “ based on 
its GM stock holdings, interlock­ 
ing directorate, and historic rela­ 
tionship” — to influence business 
judgments of GM amounted to a 
combination in restraint of trade. 
U. S. Dist. Judge Walter J. La- 
Buy in Chicago dismissed the case 
after a seven-month trial with a 
finding that the government had 
“ failed to prove conspiracy, mon­ 
opolization, a restraint of trade, 
or any reasonable probability of a 
restraint.”

THE GOVERNMENT then ap­ 
pealed directly to

Court, the Justice Department in­

Legal Decision 
Raps DuPont 


Supreme Court Hits 
General Motors Ties 


WASHINGTON (ft — The 
Su­ 
preme Court ruled 4-2 today that 
the Du Pont Co. violates the anti­ 
trust laws by controlling General 
Motors Corp. through 23 per cent 
stock ownership. 


Justice Brennan delivered the 


court’s decision, to which Justic­ 
es Burton and Frankfurter dis­ 
sented. Justices Clark and Har­ 
lan disqualified themselves. Ju s­ 
tice Whittaker took no part. 
Today’s action came eight years 
after the government first filed its 
antitrust 
complaint 
against 
Du 
Pont in Chicago. 
The government contended the 
power of Du Pont — “ based on 
its GM stock holdings, interlock­ 
ing directorate, and historic rela­ 
tionship” — to influence business 
judgments of GM amounted to a 
combination in restraint of trade. 
U. S. Dist. Judge Walter J . La- 
Buy in Chicago dismissed the case 
after a seven-month trial with a 
finding that the government had 
“ failed to prove conspiracy, mon­ 
opolization, a restraint of trade, 
or any reasonable probability of a 
restraint.”
